Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 46, 47, 49 and 51 -53 are allowed over prior art of record. Allowable 
subject matter 

The closest prior art of record, Quick Jr. (US 5,673,259) fails to disclose "a 
CDMA user device wherein a buffer is configured to receive a new data type being 
associated with a logical channel and having a highest priority; and, a transceiver 
transmitting a request, to the base station, including an 'urgency factor' indicative of a 
new data type and an amount of data in the buffer of the new data type", as in claim 46.
